Parade of Suffragettes in London a Fiasco Because 

the Marchers Were Afraid Populace Would Slap 
Their Faces if They Became Too Impudent—Miss 
Pankhurst as a Martyr.

ONDON, June 10.-—Miss Sylvia 
Pankhurst was not even permitted 

. to approach Westminster tonight 
to interview Premier Asquith, 4 

The proposed visit to the Prime 
Minister was arranged some days ago 
by Miss Pankhurst and other mili- 
tant leaders and it was decided that 
she should be carried shoulder high 
in the procession, as she was not con- 
sidered strong enough to bear the 
strain of what promised to be an 
arduous journey. 

Before the procession had gone a 
mile, Miss Pankhurst was arrested for 
the eighth time since she was sen- 
tenced to six months’ imprisonment 
for inciting language in Hyde Park, 
and conveyed to Holloway jail. 

The procession struggled on with- 
out a-leader, but by the time it 
reached the Strand it had been dis- 
persed by police. Under the leader- 
ship of George Lansbury, former So- 


leader. 

Miss Pankhurst also addressed the 
crowd to the effect that it might be 
the last time she would have such a 
privilege. 

“But if I sacrifice my life in this 
cause,” she said, “it will not have 
been in vain if you will carry on the 
fight in the same spirit.” 

The procession then formed, head- 
ed by Mr. Wills, Miss Pankhurst be- 
ing borne in a litter by four stalwart 
carriers.

United States Chamber of 
Commerce Sends Protest - 
to President.

campaign by the business men 

of the United States against discrimi- 
nation in favor of labor and farm- 
ers’ organizations in the anti-trust 
legislation and the pending Sundry 
Civil Bill, ts being startea today by 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

The President, Vice - President, 
Speaker Clark and chairmen of im- 
portant Senate and House committees 
were notified today that business in- 
terests of the country regard the 
compromise clauses in the Clayton 
bill as practical eXemption of union 
labor and agricultural] organizations 
from prosecution under the Sherman 
act, and under any interpretation 
such legislation is discriminatory. 

A hurry call to all members of 
the national chamber is being sent 
out, to advise members of Congress 
by wire and mail that exemption of 
any class from equal enforcement of 
the laws is in opposition to the 
united business of the entire country. 
The members are assured that they 
have a legal and moral right to ad- 
vise their Congressmen, 

FEAR EFFECT OF LAW. 

“Business suffering from a depres- 
sion finds itself facing proposals 
which, if enacted into law, must re- 
sult in further retarding develop- 
ment and in the end prove as in- 
jurious to labor and agriculture as to 
business,” says the letter, “for the 
three are interdependent and one 
cannot permanently benefit at the 
cost of another.”’ 5 

In a referehdum last year the na- 
tional chamber opposed the Sundry 
Civil Bill provision preventing the use 
of certain funds for prosecution of 
labor organizations under the law. 
President Wilson signed the bill, but 
said he opposed this provision. The 
identical clause is in the pending 
Sundry Civil Bill. 

Section seven of the Clayton Dill, 
as amended by the compromise de- 
claring labor and farmers’ organiza- 
tions not to be tn violations of law, -is 
termed by the chamber “ambiguously 
drawn”—a bland clause, carrying one. 
meaning to organized labor and the 
opposite meaning to others. . 

CAUTION TO PRESIDENT. 

“The President says the amend- 
ment merely declares existing law, but 
opinions in debate and lawyers we 
have consulted give color to the op- 
posite belief, that it virtually exempts 
them from prosecution under § the 
Sherman act,” siys the letter. 

“Power to issue injunctions is 
limited only in case of disputes be- 
tween employers and employees. Its 
use is prohibited in case of certain 
methods employed by labor in tin- 
dustrial warfare, An amendment pre- 
scribes that none of the methods 
shall be ‘held unlawful. It is a de- 
liberate purpose to discriminate 
against business by placing labor and 
agricultural organizations in a pre- 
ferred position.”

Burdette Pleads for 
Convention’s Indorsement. 


Scores Some Styles Which 
Should Be Changed. 


Suffragists Win Right to 
Present Their Views.

CHICAGO, June 10-—aAfter suffrage 
had scored its first victory, dress re- 
form in its relation to morals came 
before the biennial convention of the 
General Federation of Women’s Clubs 
at the opening session here today.

MRS. BURDETTE’S SPEECH 

“Some of the styles are distressing 
and extreme, and it is those we would 
like to change,” she added. “We 
would like to see women wear dresses 
that ere large enough for them to 
step in without inconveniepce. 

“There are any number of women 
who are to dress im a sane 
manner if the manufacturers will al- 
low them to. They can dress beauti- 
fully, appropriately and decently and 
still be jn good etyle. 

“The shop gir! is the one who makes 
the fashion for the soclety woman who 
goes to a shop and asks for the ‘very 
latest. There is nothing for the gir! 
at the shop to do but to bring out the 
latest.. That is why we wish to have 
the manufacturers with us in 
the reform.” 

Mrs. Burdette spoke to an expert 
and appreciative audience. 

“With forbidden knowledge,” the 
speaker said, “came self-conscious- 
| ness, with self-consciousness came the 
sense of shame and the protective 
garment—and thus did the transgres- 
sions of our first parents cover all 
future generations with «a blanket 
mortgage of clothes. whith we are 
paying off with heavy interest. 

“Whether clothes were first worn 
as an ornamental covering or for 
protection matters little, for we seem 
even to this day to consider the first 
of prime importance. No matter if 
the neck be exposed nearly to the 
| waist line and the limbs nearly half 
way to the knees, if only the style be 
followed health and suggestiveness 
are lost sight of In the craze to be in 
fashion. 

“Miss Grace Hutchinson, costume 
designer of Columbia University, says 
the morals of a woman are read in 
her gowns and that slovenly dress in- 
Gicates like mental traits; that the 
woman who is addicted to extreme 
etyles Is sure to be an extremist in 
everything else. But she adds she 
does not believe that every woman 
who wears immoral clothes 's neces- 
sarily immoral. She rather -clieves 
that women are thoughtless anw that 
a large percentage of them reckleasly 
and relentiessiy follow prevailing 
fafhions without knowing why.” 

The speaker, herself, clad in un- 
ostentatious white, asserted that 
American women are clothes-mad 
and that nowhere else is seen the 
same elaborate overdressing save 
among the declasse woman abroad. 

Mrs. Burdette declared that com- 
merce is another arbiter of fashions. 
Quoting a newspaper, she said: 

“For many years the great mass of. 
civilized humanity has been clothed 
mainly in cottons. Outside of the 
Orient, which consumes {ts own prod- 
uct-——-75 per cent. of the total produc- 
tion of cotton fabrics ils from raw 
material grown in the United States. 
Imagine, then, the feelings of the 
cotton growers of the Southern States 
when that mere tube of cloth, the 
hobble skirt, came into fashion. By 
that edict of the leading modistes of 
Paris and London the demand for raw 
cotton to be manufactured into dress 
fabrics was reduced by two-thirds, or 
possibly three-fourths. The hobble 
was the supreme effort of the French 
designers on behalf of the great 
French manufacturers of silk goods 
who are their masters. -For the less 
material required to make a skirt, the 
greater number of women who can 
and naturally will wear silk instead 
of cotton. It is estimated that the 
mode of narrow dresses has cost Ger- 
man manufacturers the product of 
16,000 looma a year. For this same 
reason manufacturers some 
time ago appeared to the government 
to use its influence toward amplifying 
female raiment. 

“The following of such dictation 
causes foolish women to eat thetr 
hearts out with longings they can- 
not afford to gratify, leads to unhap- 
piness, the ruination of homes and 
the bartering of virtue itself. 

“No one thing today in a woman's 
life more saps her strength, time, 
means and nervous vitality than the 
triple-headed lion that guards every 
event of daily life in the form of 
‘What shall I wear?’ ‘How shall it 
be made?’ and ‘How shall it be paid 
for?’* 

SUFFRAGISTS WIN. 

Led by Illinois women the suffra- 
gists won the right of discussion on 
the floor of the main convention be- 
fore the council of the federatior. 
While no decisive action was taken 
the sentiment of a majority of the 
delegates was so strongly expressed 
that the executive board and other 
officers can scarcely avold accepting 
the advice offered. This will give the 
suffragists an opportunity to bring 
their_battle for indorsement to the 
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them; they do not grant them any 
rights. Now they say: “Well, if you 
persist and you go to jail, suffer the 
consequences.” And then they add: 
“If you refuse to eat, why ail well 
and good, refuse.” Isn't that a nice

SMOKE WATER-OPIUM. 


Odd Discovery by Government's 
Yen Shee Experts Leads to New 
Restrictions on Importing Dope. 
Frank E. Johnson, special agent 
of the United States Treasury Depart- 
ment, has received from Commission- 
er Evans of the Internal Revenue De- 
partment, instructions relating to rigid 
restrictions on the introduction of 
medicinal opium in the country. 

The opium experts of the govern- 
ment have made discoveries concern- 
ing the use of aqueous extract of 
opium for smoking purposes. The 
extract is made from crude opium, 
which may be imported by the pay- 
ment of a heavy duty. 

Hereafter aqueous extract will be 
treated as opium sultable for smok- 
ing purposes within the meaning of 
the act of January 17, 1914. A heavy 
tax will be imposed and wholesale 
and retail] druggist will be compelled 
to register the sales.

Others were engaged with him in the 
conduct of the plan, with offices in 
the Consolidated Realty building, this 
city, where they operated as the Ore- 
gon Realty Company. Sperry testified 
that his commissions on these sales 
amounted to $2312, but Inspector 
Warren says that his sales were but 
a drop in the bucket and that thou- 
sands of innocent investors put money

KNEW NO CHANCE. : 


On cross-examination Sperry ad- 
mitted that in the spring of 1913 he 
received a communication from R. A. 
McAlliaster, of the Land Department 
of the Oregon and California Railroad 
Company, that in substance an- 
nounced that there was no chance for 
those applying to get the timber lands 
in Oregon.

Grins Broadly as Attorney 
2 Plies the Lash. 


W. Il. A. Robertson, choir singer, 
Charged with extorting $620 from 
Mises Minnie Brenner, a nurse em- 
ployed by a wealthy Pittsburgh fam- 
ily, was placed on trial yesterday in 
Department Seventeen. Robertson 
was described by Deputy District At- 
terney Doran in his opening address 
to the jury as anh “impetuous near- 
guitor who charges $100 a kiss.” 
Doran characterized the choir singer 
as a “scheming, cold-blooded biack- 
mailer who would stop at nothing to 
@atisfy his lust for gold.” 

Doran denounced the defendant in 
bitter terms throughout his address. 
Roberteon sat unmoved during tne 
arraignment, and several times a 
broad smile spread over his face. 

Mies Bennér was the first witness 
Called by the prosecution. She is 4 
Gark-eyed girl about 22 years of age. 
She “told her story in a convincing 
manner and attorneys for Robertson 
were unable to shake her testimony. 
Ghe looked setraight at Robertson 
while on the stand and he kept his 
eyes riveted on her. 

Bhe told of meeting Robertson at 
Venice about a year ago, and of how 


Bhe testified that one night, while sit- 
ting on Robertson's lap on the front 
porch of a Venjce cottage, something 
flashed before ‘her eyes and she 
Jumped to her feet. 

“TI asked the defendant what it 
was,” she said, “and he said he didn't

Fredericks, ask- 
ing him if any complaint had been 
filed against me and why it was that 
I was forced to pay my hard-earned 
money to this man Robertson.” 

She told of receiving an immediate 
anewer from the District Attorney's 
office stating that no complaint had 
ever been against her, and 
that as far as that office knew, no 
crime had been committed: by her. 
County Detective McLaren and the 
Federal postal authorities then got 
busy and Robertson was arrested. 

He was taken before McLaren. 
Deputy District Attorney Graham 
and Detective Bright. when and 
where, McLaren says, he admitted he 
had solicited money from Miss Ben- 
ner to pay detectives. McLaren and 
Graham testified yesterday as to the 
admissions made by the defendant. 
According to Melaren. the defend- 
ant admitted that he stole $205 from 
his uncle’s trunk to settle with the 
so-called detectives.

TT SIGNIFICANCE OF THE BOXING 
RING. 
In looking for a gentleman friend after 
office hours it is pretty certain, if he is a 
normal fellow, that he will not be found in 
& public reading-room or at a picnic in the 
park. It is not, however, so certain that 
he will not be found at the training quarters 
of some established pugilist; and, if a bout 
is on between two prominent fighters, it is 
likely that he will be there. And one must 
refuse to recognize as fair the argument 
that the average man who enjoys a boxing 
bout is the ethical, mental or moral in- 
ferior of the man who does not. 
On Tuesday evening an exhibition was 
given in Los Angeles between two trained, 
skillful pugilists. Ten thousarid—think of 
it—men saw that-fight; some two thousand 
automobiles—in these hard times—were 
parked near the arena. Were all those men 
brutal? Did they seek to satisfy barbaric 
cravings by witnessing an inhumane exhibi- 
tion? Are the leading lawyers, merchants 
and manufacturers of Los Angeles brutal? 
Many of them were there and enjoyed them- 
selves imtmensely. It is rather the usual 
thing for them to be there, if the reputation 
of the fighters warrants expectations of a 
clever bout. 
The Times holds no brief for the prize- 
ring. We would not classify it as an edify- 
ing spectacle. It is not uplifting. We do 
not promote it, and we do not think it Is 
the best form of amusement. On the other 
hand, we do not believe the enjoyment of a 
boxing bout is evidence of atavism; we do 
not regard it as a sign of degeneracy, and 
we know that it is not supported chiefly by 
the tenderloin sports and the saloon hang- 
ers-on. Not much. Go to one of these bouts, 
friends, and see! 
The tendency of the present day is 
stronger than ever toward the cultivation 
of amusement. Most people want to be 
amused, and that’s about all. An indica- 
tion of this is the great crowds that attend 
the prize fights for which seats are sold at 
$5 each. But the evidence is not confined 
to the “fistic arena:” it may be seen at the 
theaters, at the amusement parks, even in 
the moving picture theaters. People are 
Paying more and more for amusement and 
diversion; they are paying more than ever 
before in the history of the world, and do- 
ing it at the present time, though there is 
much talk of “money stringency.” 
People insist on being amused. They will 
be amused and in their own way, and other 
people cannot prescribe for those whose 
form of enjoyment does not coincide with 
their own. People who do not care to go 
to prize fights cannot understand why others 
care to do so. Just so, a great many peo- 
ple who do go to prize fights cannot under- 
stand why others care for lemonade pic, 
nics in the park, or an exciting encounter at 
charades. 
We have no desire to discuss the merits 
of the various forms of amusement. We 
may be inclined.to prefer the picnic, the 
lecture and the charades to the prize fights; 
but we are not inclined to forbid the pleas- 
ure of the boxing arena to those who do 
care for it. And we regard any attempt to 
reform amusement by legislation as a joke. 
The agitators may preach from the cradle to 
the grave against forms of amusement,. but 
they can never show by what authority 
they assume the right to prescribe amuse- 
ments. In fact, the well-known saying of 
Macaulay fairly accurately sums up the 
animus of amusement reformers today, as 
it did with reference to the Puritans, of 
whom he said they objected to bear-bait- 
ing, not so much because it gave pain to 
the bears and dogs as because it gave 
pleasure to the spectators. 
The fact is that ‘people who wish to be 
entertained by sparring exhibitions will 
choose that form of entertainment: they 
will not choose picnics; it is so, brethren; 
you can’t help it; you can’t change it. The 
men who insist on their own form of diver- 
sion will have theirs—not yours. They 
will have boxing bouts or football or some- 
thing just as far from the highbrow, some- 
thing worse, pertaps. And they are not the 
roughnecks; they are the men who make 
Los Angeles. 


IM JAM DAWS. 

President Ripley ef the Santa Fe Rail- 
road Company is right. For private indi- 
viduals to furnish the money to build, equip 
and run railroads or, indeed, any public 
utilities, telegraphs, telephones, gas, light or 
power, and for the ernment then to man- 
age these enterprises, or rather to half- 
manage them, by prescribing their rates 
of charges for freight. and passage and 
leaving their expenses for the wages of 
their employees to the tender mercies of 
the labor unions, would seem to be a jug- 
handle arrangement similar to the pargner- 
ship between Brown and Robinson ere- 
in Brown was to own all the property and 
Robinson was to owe all the debts. 

Seventy-five thousand engineers are to 
vote upon the question whether they will 
strike unless the companies grant them an 
increase in wages. But the railroad com- 
panies will not be allowed to strike if the 
railroad commission refuses to advance 
their freight and fare charges. What#s 
sauce for the labor-union goose is not by 
any means sauce for the railroad gander. 
If the locomotive engineers do not receive 
the advance in wages they demand they 
can leave their locomotives in the railroad 
yards and roundhouses, and adjourn to 
the nearest saloon and discuss the rights 
of labor, and damn predatory capital be- 
tween beers, and the public can walk or use 
taxicabs and auto trucks. 

But the railroad company cannot strike 
if the railroad commission refuses to ad- 
vance its fare and freight rates to a mod- 
erate remunerative basis. 

President Ripley thinks that the present 
conditions must result in government own- 
ership. Either that or else a cessation of 
government meddlesomeness in the conduct 
of private business must come about. OF 
the latter there is but little hope. The 
Democratic party, once a stickler for State 
rights and the freedom of the individual, 
has, under the guidance of President Wil- 
son, plunged into a debauchery of paternal- 
ism, and Congress is shaking with a delir- 
ium tremens of desire to regulate every- 
thing from fixing the number of peanuts 
that shall be contained in every pint meas- 
ure, and prescribing the advertising charges 
of newspapers, up to governing stock boards 
and steamship corporations.

Colorado has earned the title of be- 
ing a commonpoverty rather than a com- 
monwealth.

They say that 
several thousand misguided and largely un- 
naturalized men, speaking more than twenty 
different languages, unacquainted with the 
true principles of .const@tutional govern- 
ment; in part returned soldiers from for- 
eign wars, armed with high-power’ rifles, in- 
cited, led on and financially sustained by 
agitators and professional trouble makers, 
mostly non-residents of the State, possess- 
ing no property or other interest in the 
commonwealth, have bid open defiance to 
and made organized war against lawfully 
constituted authority and have caused a 
reign of terror in the mining d' :tricts. 

Protest is made against continuance of 
immigration laws that permit entrance to 
this country of large numbers of unassim- 
flable immigrants. | 

Boards of trade, manufacturers, mer- 
chants, non-union laborers and the Rocke- 
feller interests, with immense wealth, are ' 
arrayed against the turbulent law-defying 
strikers. On the other side is-ranged the 
powerful United Mine Workers of America, 
the cockney anarchist Gompers and his as- 
sociates, Secretary of Labor Wilson and 
a horde of men who are broken in fortune 
and beggared in reputation and who have+ 
nothing to lose and everything to gain b 
fomenting disorder. 

Less than 3 per cent of the coal acre- 
age of Colorado is held in private owner- 
ship, 473,000 acres are the property of the 
school furd of the State. Of these lands 
only 14,000 acres are under lease and not 
more than 5500 acres are being worked. 
More than 11,000,000 acres still belong to 
the United States.

The sec- 
tion of the Las Vegas and Tonopah 
from Beatty to Rhyolite and Tramps 
| will be maintained as a branch line. 

Below Beatty it is proposed to fur- 
ther shorten mileage by building a 
crossover from the Tonopah and Tide- 
water to the Las Vegas and Tonopah. 


WHO TO OWN IT? 


Though the matter of ownership 
for the new line is a knotty one, the 
Clark interests are apparently willing 
te give it to the Bullfrog and Goldfield 
in return for their abandoned prop- 
erty. It is understood also that the 
Bullfrog and Goldfield will operate the 
new line, and that the Las Vegas and 
Tonopah will discontinue all opera- 
tions beyond Beatty, giving the entire 
field to the “Borax” Smith interests. 

What will be done with the aban- 
doned railroad track is a question that 
has not been settled. It may be torn 
up; then, again, it may be allowed to 
Stand as it is in the hope that some 
day there will be a use for it. 

All these matters, however, are on 
the way to solution, though ft may 
take much time. In fact, the entire 
proposition ic nearly as involved as 
“Borax” Smith's own personal affairs, 
and the sanction of capitalists and 
stockholders all over the country and 
some in Europe is necessary before 
the plan may be carried to the pro- 
posed consummation. 

So far as known, the combination 
of two lines of the length of these is 
without parallel in western rallroad 
history. 

J. Roas Clark represented the Clark 
interests at the conference, while W.

WOMEN’S WORK, | 
WOMEN’S CLUBS. | 


BY SYDNEY FORD. 

Mrs. Calvin Hartwell, chairman of 
the Resolutions Committee at the re- 
cent State convention of women's 
clubs at Riverside, writes a spirited 
letter to The Times, defending the 
Sonduct of the convention concerning 
which so much criticism has been of- 
fered. She says: 

“J, as chairman of the Resolutions 
Committee, was forced to voice a de- 
fense. As to the election with only 
one ticket, Section 1, Article VII says. 
‘Its (the Nominating Committee) re- 
port shall be rendered at the close of 
the morning meeting of the second 
day of the convention. A second tick- 
et may be presented from the floor 
the afternoon of the same day, pro- 
viding it receives the signatures of 
twenty-five members of the conven- 
tion.’ This opportunity was given 
with no response from the floor. Why 
did not the Ebel] delegation rise to 
its opportunity?” 

As to rushing resolutions throuch, 
Mrs. Hartwell goes on to itemize the 
amount of business to come before 
the convention during the forenoon 
session of three and one-half hours, 
which totals up to no less than twen.- 
ty-two separate subjects, one of which 
was the thirty-five resolutions to be 
read and discussed. To facilitate 
time the president requested § that 
when the resolution was thoroughly 
understood and there was no opposi- 
tion, délegates should refrain from 
needless sacrifice of time. 

Mra. Hartwell deciares that the 

women at the convention, with a very 
few exceptions, had become thor- 
oughly informed upon the questions 
before them, that their opinions were 
formed. and they were ready to vote 
fuet as fast as the questions could be 
put. ‘She observes that the delegates 
had not been sleeping, permitting the 
procession to pass by leaving them 
miles behind, compelling them to ask 
the federation to wait for them te 
catch up, but were wide-awake wom. 
en, who appreciated the necessity cof 
conservation of precious time, and she 
indulges in some sarcastic reflectidns 
concerning the situation, which she 
sums up as follews: 
“There are lessons which we wom- 
en are slow to learn, viz., that of tak. 
ing a hint when, vut of a possible 100 
women there are ninety-nine stubborn 
ones, and that if we are slow to grasp 
federation ideas that mo reasonable 
woman will expect the entire machin- 
ery to be reversed or stopped until 
she can think it out to her own satis. 
faction.”

those who work Little and those who 
won't work, “An instance of the 


late attempt to recall Senator Owen 
of the Ninth District He was clean, 
honest, and able. But he had op- 
posed so-called labor measures when 
they seemed founded on utopianism, 


or, as more often happens, on a mere 
insistence that the.laborites be recog- 
nized. He was not recalied. Had he 
been his recall would have been a 
club to hold ever the heads of other 
legislators. 

“There are now 165 laws in the 
statutes of this State referring to la- 
bor or the safeguarding of laboring 
conditions. There is now an insistent 
effort to increase this number of laws, 
for the labor element has taken heart 
with the exclusion of their machina- 
tions from the category of trust ef- 


Mr. Roseberry then pointed out 
that the proposed eight-hour law is 
not aimed at bettering the condition 
of the employees, but is aimed to 
catch the employer, and that it has 
its reason for being in a broad inter- 
pretation of the policing powers, pow- 
ers which may deny—to anyohe thelr 
Much wanted inalienable rights. 

“Is this a fair, reasonable and ap- 
propriate exercise of these police pow- 
ers?” said Mr. Roseberry. “Or is it 
an unreasonable, unnecessary, and ar- 
bitrary interference with the right of 
the individual and his personal liberty 
to enter into those contracts in rela- 
tion to labor which may seem to him 
appropriate for the support of him- 
self and his family?” 

MEDDLESOME 

Continuing, Mr. Roseberry stated 

that “statutes of this nature are mere 
meddlesome interferences with the 
rights of the individual,” and that he 
doubted the legality of the proposed 
law. 
“T have no compunctions in stat- 
ing,” he said, “that a higher court 
that ours would impugn its legality 
as tending:to stifie the initiativeness 
which means and bas meant through 
untold ages for progress and the rais- 
ing of man to the state of a thinking 
and striving being.” Mr. Roseberry 
also stated that he had found on in- 
vestigation that theer was no demand 
for the law, except on the part of the 
“offensively interested.” 

“You can’t legislate artificial con- 
ditions,” he said. “Now, remember, 
that the price of liberty is eternal vig- 
jllance and that here is a law that 
seeks to circumscribe and curtail 
your liberty of action, both those of 
you who are employers and those who 
are employees.” 

“The system of paternalism is all 
wrong,” said Mr. Lawler. “That gov- 
ernment has been proven best which 
governs least. The commission form 
of government—commissions to gov- 
ern water rights, public utilities, and 
what-not—is all wrong. It in- 
consistent with the American ideals 
of government. The time has come to 
take a firm stand for the Lincoln dic- 
tum of government by the people, of 
the people and for the peapie.” 

Mr. Gibson drew attention, tn dis- 
cussing traffic congestion and its so- 
lution, to the fact that the per acre 
density of population here is much 
lower than in any cities which aro 
agitating the construction of subways 
or the building of elevated railroads. 
He also drew attention to the fact 
that with all our prosperity and 
rapid rises in real estate values that 
the entrenched wealth here is small 
end that money for subways or for 
elevated must still be sought in the

COMMISSION TO

RIFFITH PARK 
GRAND ENTRANCE. 


The Board of Public Works has sent 
to the City Clerk, with its approval, 
the assessment rolis and maps for the 
district that is to be called upon to 
pay the costs of the proposed open- 
ing of Western avenue into Griffith 
Park, This is for the purpose of cre- 
ating a grand entrance to the city’s 
‘moet extensive park. It will give con- 
ventent access to the park for a large 
“portion of the city, and when the ulti- 
mate plans are carried through will 
become a landscape feature of note. 

The assessment rolls require three 
wolumes and there are more than 
91,000 parcels of land included within 
the district. The total amount to be 
vaised within this district is $76,867.80. 
Of this there is $72,773.66 for pay- 
gents on land required, and the ex-

$4094.24.

* ARROYO SECO PARKWAY. 

Wpon motion of Councilman Rob- 
erts, the City Counci!! yesterday laid 
over until September 16 further con- 
sideration of the Arroyo Seco park- 
Way project. It is deemed tmprac- 
tieable to give serious consideration 
to this subject under existing circum- 
stances, as the first thing to be taken 
care of is that of providing safety 
against flood waters. 

Counciiman Wheeler has advocated 

delay until such time as the people 

ve adopted the excess condemna- 
tion plan. Through this means the 
entire lots along the district. where 
it will be necessary to provide a per- 
manent channel for the Arroyo Seco, 
could be taken over by the city, in- 
stead of condemning only such por- 


' Qions of these lots as are actually re- 


ired for the channel. Then, after 
improvement fe made, the city 
could replat and sell the remaining 
; ne of these properties. This has 
been done in other cities, with the re- 
sult that the resales have more than 
paid the cost of the improvements. 
Counciiman Betkouski has been the 
consistent opponent of the plan to 
acauire the Arroyo Seco Parkway un- 
Ger the assessment district plan. When 
the Council voted yesterday to post- 
pone further consideration until 
September, Betkouski was pleased. 
“Ha, ha.” chuckled the Counct!iman, 
“that's civing it a respectable burial, 
anyway. 


ADJUST BURDEN. 
HOOVER -STREET ASSESSMENTS. 

The united protests of a large num- 
ber of property owners within the 
assessment district for the opening 
and widening of Hoover street, from 
lVWernon avenue to Fiftv-second street, 
‘Bucceeded in convincing the City 
‘Council yesterday trat the plan for 
,assesement should be changed. The 
protests as to the assessment were 
sustained, and the City Engineer wags 
fnetructed to prepare a new arsess- 
ment in which 10 per cent. of 
the total cost of this proceed- 
ing will be borne by property front- 
ine on Hoover street and one-half 
block back, from Vernon to Santa 
Rarbara avenues and from Fifty-sec- 
ond street to Slauson avenue, which 
fe in accordance with a _ previous 
agreement at public hearings. 

The Council denied the protest for 
that portion of Hoover from Slauson 
to Manchester avenues, and that por- 
tion of the general improvement will 
proceed as rapidly as the legal steps 
can be taken. 


MODIFIES RULE. 
ELECTRIC SALOON SIGNS. 

The Police Commission, as the re- 
guilt of yesterday's hearing with elec- 
tric sign men and sign painters, made 
a radical modification in its recent 
ruling that the display of large elec- 
tric signs at retail liquor establish- 
“ments would be considered improper 
conduct of business. . 

The electric sign men and the sign 
painters urged that the proposed rule 
lwould seriously curtail the classes of 
work which they handle and throw 
men out of employment. 

The outcome was that the board 
ymodified the rule so as to require that 
all retail liquor establishments be re- 
quired to remove all projecting signs 
advertising the sale of any brand of 
whisky, beer, wine or liquors, or the 


mame or character of the business. 


They are permitted to maintain signs 
to be of a size not offensive or de- 
tracting from the general appearance 
of the street. 

The modified rule is to go into ef- 
fect on July 1. : 


ASK MAYOR TO ACT. 
WANT PARK BOARD REMOVED. 


A petition was presented to Mayor 
Rose yesterday asking him to remove 
the members of the Park Commission 
because of the injunction suit filed by 
them to restrain the spcial commis- 
sion recently appointed by the City 
Council, composed of Col. Griffith, Maj. 
Jones and W. C. Mushet, from pro- 
ceeding with their duties of taking 
charge of the erection of a Greek the- 
ater and an observatory in Griffith 
Park. 

A mass meeting was held Monday 
evening in Hoegee Hall, under the 
auspices of the East Hollywood Im- 
provement Association, at which 
strong resolutions were adopted, con- 
demning the attitude of the Park 
Commission. These resolutions asked 
the Mayor and the Ctly Council to 
use all possible influence to secure 
the dismissa) of the suit instituted by 
the Park Commission, and to remove 
the present members of this commis- 
sion and appoint in their stead “those 
who so sincerely desire the improve-
